A FRAUDSTER caught by 
sharp-eyed shop staff in 
Haverhill must sell her house 
to pay for her crimes. 

Trina Spiteri, 47, who waged a 
campaign of fraud against 
catalogue shop chain Argos, was 
ordered to hand over £50,000 or 
face prison. 

Her two-year run of defrauding the 
company’s branches across Suffolk and 
Essex came to an abrupt halt in May 2007 
when staff at the Haverhill store became 
suspicious about two teenagers who were 
trying to obtain a refund for allegedly 
defective goods. 

Spiteri became implicated because the 
teenagers tried to use a bank statement 
bearing her name and address as proof of 
identity 

Police went to Spiteri’s home in Kings 
Road, Rayleigh, Essex, where they found 
details of a string of Argos transactions, all 
involving obtaining gift vouchers. 

Officers went on to uncover docu¬ 
mentation involving the sale by Spiteri of 
Argos vouchers worth £55,414, all at below 
face value. 

The scam saw Spiteri and her accomp¬ 
lices exploit a now-closed loophole in the 
store’s returns policy.

Boy hurt in accident 
at zebra crossing 


A 10-YEAR-OLD boy requir¬ 
ed emergency medical treat¬ 
ment after he was in an 
accident with car at a zebra 
crossing. 

The youngster was hit by a black 
Audi A4 as he made his way across 
Burton End, near the junction with 
School Lane, in Haverhill, on 
Tuesday at about 4.45pm. 

Witnesses say the boy had been 
cycling across the zebra crossing 
on his purple BMX when he was hit 
by the car, which was driving at 
about 20mph. 

The accident closed the road for 
around 45 minutes. 

It emerged the boy had only 
suffered minor injuries to his arm 
when paramedics assessed his 
condition. 

He was taken to hospital but 
released later that evening.

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The collision caused lengthy 
delays for drivers on Burton End, 
who were forced to turn around 
and exit Haverhill using the 
Withersfield Road route. 

Passengers on a Stagecoach bus 
directly behind the Audi were also 
delayed by up to an hour. 

One eyewitness, who did not 
want to be named, believed the boy 
had a very lucky escape. 

“He came out of a side alley on to 
the crossing, so the driver didn’t 
have any time to see him. 

“She was going fairly slowly - 
about 20mph - but if she’d been 
travelling faster, it could have been 
a lot worse. 

“He wasn’t wearing a bike helmet 
either, so it’s fortunate that he’ll be 
OK.

“It looked quite serious for a 
while because he was lying in the 
road for about 20 minutes and he 
wasn’t moving. 

“I think it was just shock though 
and people didn’t want to move 
him in case he had suffered a 
serious spinal or neck injury.” 

Police are still investigating the 


accident, but reissued advice to 
young cyclists to take care during 
the summer holidays. 

A spokesman for Suffolk police 
said: “We would encourage all 
cyclists to be aware of their 
surroundings and to take measures 
to stay safe. 

“Cyclists should always use cycle 
paths where they exist, or cycle 
carefully on roads where they 
don't. And always wear a cycle 
helmet and get your bike regularly 
checked to ensure it is roadworthy. 

“We would also urge other road 
users to look out for cyclists and 
give them time and space to make 
their manoeuvres. 

“Safer cycling courses are often 
run for children, especially during 
the summer holidays - for more 
information contact your local 
Safer Neighbourhood Team or 
Police Education Partnership (PEP)

Cheat faces losing her home after £50,000 fraud

By taking broken toys 
and items sold by Argos 
back into stores along with 
bank statements showing 
transactions in Argos, the 
group was able to claim 
refunds by way of the 
vouchers, despite not 
having receipts. 

Some genuine purchases 
were made, but the state¬ 


ments were used 
repeatedly to claim re¬ 
funds. 

Spiteri claimed back 
thousands of pounds in 
vouchers, which she sold at 
below face value on the 
online auction site eBay. 

Earlier this year Spiteri 
pleaded guilty to a charge 
of conspiracy to steal. 

At the hearing she was 


sentenced to 40 weeks in 
prison, suspended for 18 
months and told she must 
remain under probation 
service supervision for 18 
months and complete 100 
hours of unpaid com¬ 
munity work. 

Investigations then took 
place into the financial 
implications of Spiteri’s 
fraud and she has now 


appeared at Ipswich Crown 
Court, where ludge David 
Goodin gave her six 
months to find the £50,000 
cash identified by the 
Crown Prosecution Service 
as the proceeds of her 
crimes. 

The court heard that 
Spiteri was facing the 
prospect of having to sell 
the family home as it was 


the only asset she had to 
raise the £50,000. 

ludge Goodin warned 
Spiteri that if she failed to 
raise the £50,000, she 
would face 18 months in 
prison instead. 

He said if the house was 
not sold in time, more time 
would only be granted if 
there were special reasons.

MORE than 500 people a 
week will be inconvenien¬ 
ced by the early closure of 
two parcel collection dep¬ 
ots, a union has claimed.

He said: “This plan is evidence 
that Royal Mail’s vision of 
modernisation is to run down 
the British postal service. 

“The combined total members 
of the public in both towns that 
will be frustrated at not being 
able to collect their items of mail 
is over 500 and all of this is at a 
time when packet traffic is in 
growth. 

“This service reduction is 
purely a cost cutting exercise by 
Royal Mail management as they 
continue on their voyage of a 
race to the bottom.”

Eco-friendly primary 
school gets go-ahead 


WORK on a new primary school 
in Haverhill is set to begin in 
January after it was given the go- 
ahead by planners. 

The New Clements Primary School, in 
Greenfields Way, will be the first new 
school built in the town as part of the 
shake-up of education in the Haverhill 
area, which will see the axing of middle 
schools and a move to a two-tier system. 

The school in Puddlebrooks Field will 
replace the current one in Gloucester 
Road and will have two sports pitches, 29 
car parking spaces and 62 spaces for 
cycles. 

Due to open in September 2011, the 
school will also be near the Cartwheels 
Children’s Centre and the Clements 
Surgery. 

Cllr Graham Newman, portfolio 
holder for education at Suffolk County 
Council, welcomed the decision by St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council’s 
development committee to approve the 
school plans. 

He said: “I am sure it will be a 
wonderful asset for Haverhill when it 
opens. It will be designed to 21st 
century building standards and will 
boast some fantastic environmental 
innovations, such as a wind turbine and 
a woodchip-powered boiler. 

“It will also be close to Cartwheels 
Children’s Centre, which will cut down 
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the need to move and adapt to new 
circumstances, which is a key benefit of 
the two-tier system of education." 

The school, which will cover 
1,800sq.m, will also have the potential to 
expand and accommodate up to 315 
pupils as Haverhill’s population grows. 

Two other schools have also submitted 
plans to expand their teaching areas. 

St Felix Primary School wants to 
demolish its caretaker’s bungalow and 
build a new teaching block and extended 
school entrance, while Samuel Ward is 
seeking permission to replace its 
playgroup classroom with a special 
educational needs facility. 

Under the changes to a two-tier 
system in September 2011, children will 
stay at primary schools until they are 11, 
then move on to upper school. This will 
increase pupil numbers and facilities 
needed at primary schools in Haverhill 
and surrounding villages. 

The new school will be located on 
Puddlebrook Field, a short distance from 
the original school, and the old site has 
been ‘swapped’ with St Edmundsbury. 

It is believed that St Edmunsdbury 
intends to keep the current school site as 
green space to replace the Puddlebrook 
Field.

NHS chief executive to quit his post 


THE chief executive of 
NHS Cambridgeshire, 
Chris Banks, has ann¬ 
ounced that he will be 
stepping down from the 
post in January. 

Mr Banks, who joined 
the trust in January 
2007, will become joint 
managing director of an 
IT firm he helped a 
friend to establish. 


The trust is paying 
back a £38 million debt 
- down from the £52

Town listed among top TV 
fee dodgers In the county 


HAVERHILL has come out 
fourth in a table of TV lic¬ 
ence fee dodgers in Suffolk. 

In the first six months of the year, 
130 Haverhill residents were caught 
watching television without a 
licence, according to figures re¬ 
leased by TV Licensing. 

They were among more than 
214,000 people who were caught 
out across the UK during the first 
six months of 2009. This included 
more than 590 in Ipswich and 
nearly 200 in Lowestoft.

Across the UK, around 5,000 
more licence fee evaders were 
caught in the first six months of 
2009 compared to the same period 
last year. The average evasion rate is 
currently just over five per cent. 

During 2008/09, TV licence coll¬ 
ection costs fell to 3.4 percent of 
total income collected, compared 
to 3.6 per cent the previous year. 


Ioanna Pearce, TV Licensing 
spokeswoman, said: “These figures 
show our continued effectiveness in 
catching people who watch TV 
illegally and therefore penalise the 
honest majority who do pay. 

“While evaders come from all 
income groups, we understand that 
in the current economic climate 
some people may find it difficult to 
pay their licence fee in one go. 

“This is why we provide num¬ 
erous ways to spread the cost, 
including monthly direct debit, 
which can be set up very quickly 


online, and a weekly cash payment 
plan.” 

A colour TV Licence currently 
costs £142.50 and is required by 
anyone watching or recording TV 
programmes as they are broadcast 
on a TV set, computer or any other 
equipment. 

Anyone not holding a TV licence 
risks prosecution, and a fine of up 
to £1,000.

‘Sacked 
over age’ 
Echo man 
claims 


THE former editor of the 
Haverhill Echo has told 
an industrial tribunal he 
was unfairly selected for 
redundancy because of 
his age. 

David Hart, 56, left the weekly 
newspaper last autumn after 
spending his entire 32-year 
career there, including his final 
three years as editor. 

The newspaper’s owners 
Anglia Newspapers, a sub¬ 
sidiary of Johnston Press, said 
his departure was part of a cost¬ 
cutting exercise, which saw the 
£32,000-a-year post disappear 
and combined with that of Bury 
Free Press’s editor. 

But Mr Hart, who joined the 
Echo as a trainee in November 
1976, told a tribunal at Bury St 
Edmunds that he was removed 
from the post because he was 
the oldest editor in the news¬ 
paper group. 

He said: “They decided to 
make me redundant to save 
money and then tried to work 
out how to cover my job.” 

The tribunal was told that no 
other editors within Anglian 
Newspapers were considered 
for redundancy. 

Mr Hart said: “It is my view 
that the course of action taken 
was to avoid any sort of sel¬ 
ection process in which I might 
have been involved. 

“The Echo has been my 
whole working life. I have not 
spoken to one person who did 
not consider the decision was

completely mad.” 

But Richard Parkinson, man¬ 
aging director of Anglia News¬ 
papers, told the hearing that the 
decision followed a 23 per cent 
fall in advertising revenue in 
2008. 

“This decision was not to do 
with the importance of an 
editor. It was about trying to 
find more efficient ways of 
working in an extremely diff¬ 
icult set of trading conditions,” 
he said. 

Mr Parkinson said the Echo, 
which has a circulation of 4,658, 
provided an “extremely small” 
part of Anglia Newspapers’ 
income and at one point looked 
as if it might start making a loss, 
although that had not 
happened. 

Explaining the loss of the 
editor’s job, Barry Peters, group 
editor, of Anglia Newspapers 
said: “The main reason for this 
proposal was that had the 
Haverhill Echo been a stand¬ 
alone business it would not 
have been sustainable.” 

Both Mr Peters and Mr 
Parkinson denied there had 
been any link between Mr 
Hart’s age and the decision to 
make him redundant, saying 
they had recently hired a 
manager in the newspaper sales 
department at the age of 59. 

The tribunal was adjourned 
and a verdict will be issued at a 
later date.

Jobless set 
to work for 
their benefit 


JOBLESS people in Cambridgeshire 
will be forced to do up to six 
months work experience or face 
losing their benefits under a new 
Government pilot scheme. 

The county is one of four areas selected 
by the Department of Work and Pensions to 
trial a “Work for Your Benefits” scheme, 
which will begin in October 2010. 

Greater Manchester, Norfolk and Suffolk 
will also run the two-year pilot, which will 
apply to people who have been claiming 
dole for two years or longer. 

jobseekers who have turned down 
training opportunities or work placements 
will be asked to complete up to six months 
work experience to “improve their employ- 
ability” or lose their benefits. 

fohn Bridge, chief executive of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Chambers of Commerce, said 
he was delighted the county had been 
chosen to trial the scheme. 

He said: “We welcome anything to re¬ 
engage people with the world of work. 

“The longer people are out of work the 
harder it is for them to find a job. 

“It’s often to do with attitude and this type 
of scheme is useful to help people stay 
positive and believe they can operate 
successfully in a work environment.” 

Mr Bridge added: “One of the worst parts 
of unemployment is the stress of doing

nothing. It’s actually more stressful than 
having too much to do. This is a good way to 
keep people connected to the working 
world.” 

The scheme is part of the Government’s 
plans to reduce the number of people on 
benefit by one million over the next seven 
years.

Secretary of state for work and pensions, 
Yvette Cooper, said: “We want to make sure 
that short-term job losses are not allowed to 
turn into long-term unemployment which 
can scar communities for generations.

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Loss of sight is no barrier as Alan 
takes 100k Sahara trek in his stride

J UST before dawn 
broke, Alan 
Chamley 
unzipped his tent 
and looked out at 
the view - a wide 
stretch of the Sahara 
desert, bathed in 
moonlight. The 
sand glittering, it 
was an incredible 
sight; a sight Alan 
will always 
remember. 

“It was beautiful,” says 
the father-of-two. “The 
moon was really bright, 
reflecting off the floor of 
the desert. 

“Those very early 
mornings were one of 
the most amazing things 
about the trip. Normally 
I can’t see anything in 
moonlight, but in the 
Sahara I could.” 

Alan, 50, is registered 
blind. Diagnosed with a 
degenerative eye 
condition more than 30 
years ago, it has left him 
with just seven per cent 
sight in one eye; known 
as Retinitis Pigmentosa 
(RP), one of the 
symptoms is ever- 
increasing tunnel-vision. 

Alan cannot drive, 
read or even recognise 
his wife’s face. But, 
despite it all, he remains 
incredibly positive: 
determined to live life to 
the full, he’s just trekked

100k in the Sahara to 
raise cash for charity. 

“I am a glass half-full 
kind of person,” says 
Alan, with a laugh. “But 
when I first saw the 
advert, asking for people 
to go on the trek, I 
thought I couldn’t 
possibly do it. Yet I am so 
glad I did. It was an 
incredible experience. 

“The whole time I was 
there I kept thinking: 
‘This is Africa! I’m in 
Africa!’ But it wasn’t just 
the place that was 
special - it was the 
people who really made 
it.” 

Alan was one of 14 
visually impaired people 
to do the trek, which 
raised more than £50,000 
for The British RP 
Society. They were 
accompanied by seven 
sighted volunteers. 

“They did so much for 
us,” explains Alan. “I 
used to lie awake at night 
thinking: ‘How can I ever 
give back what I’ve 
received?’ 

“Saying ‘thank-you’ a 
thousand times a day 
wasn’t adequate. Even 
thinking about it now 
makes me feel 
emotional: they gave me 
so much.” 

Alan, who lives in 
Sawston, has had 


problems with his 
eyesight all his life. As a 
small child, he was 
found to have a lazy eye; 
by his teens, he was 
struggling to see at night; 
in his late teens, he was 
finally diagnosed with 
RP. 

“I was glad I knew 
what it was, that I had a 
name for it,” remembers 
Alan. “I was told that my 
eyesight would get 
worse, that one day I 
might lose it completely, 
but at the time I don’t 
recall being traumatised 
or worried about it. 

“All that was in the 
future: when you’re 18 
even 30 is old.” 

Alan met Wendy, his 
wife of 22 years, at a club 
for young Rotarians. “She 
knew from the start that 
I had dodgy vision,” he 
says, with a smile. “But 
she - and her family - 
made me feel very much 
accepted.” 

The couple went on to 
have two sons, Stuart, 18, 
and Craig, 11. 

They knew that RP is 
inherited: one of Alan’s 
two brothers also has the 
condition. But, keen to 
have a family, they went 
ahead; although any 
daughters would have 
been carriers of the RP 
gene, they knew sons 
would not suffer from 
the disease themselves. 

“At the moment there 
is no known cure,” 


continues Alan. “But 
we’re hopeful that, for 
future generations, that 
won’t be the case: 
research is being carried 
out into silicone 
implants and genetic 
therapy, among other 
things.” 

Alan’s eyesight has 
deteriorated, little by 
little, over the years. “I 
had to stop driving 18 
years ago,” he says. 

“I can’t read any more: 
four years ago I could 
read the Christmas cards 
when they came; three 
years ago I found I 
couldn’t. 

“I lost the ability to 
recognise faces four or 
five years ago. When I 
look at someone now, I 
can see their right eye 
and eyebrow and a bit of 
their nose. 

“And that’s not very 
clear: I have these kind 
of kinky lines in front of 
my eyes, called 
scotomas. 

“I can’t even recognise 
my wife’s face. We were 
running a stall a few 
months ago, to raise 
money for the trek, and 
when Wendy came up to 
me I said: ‘Can I help 
you?’ - she said: ‘No, you 
idiot, it’s me’. 

“I know some people 
wouldn’t think it, but I do 
consider myself lucky: I 
was able to see the boys 
growing up. 

“And it’s a family joke

that I can still spot food 
and drink at 50 paces .. .” 

When Alan signed up 
for the trek last year, he 
was working for BT. Each 
trekker was set a 
fundraising target of 
£3,000: with help from 
his family and friends, 
and donations from 
several Cambridge 
colleges, Alan collected a 
total of £3,600. 

“When you’re down the 
pub and tell people 
you’re doing a trek across 
the desert, people are 
quite impressed,” he 
says. 

“When they know 
you’ve got a visual 
impairment too, they are 
even more impressed; 
people were very 
generous.” 

During his fundraising, 
Alan’s contract with BT 
came to an end. 
Beginning to apply for 
other jobs, he went for a 
post as services co¬ 
ordinator at Support 4 
Sight, a charity in Saffron 
Walden. 

“One of the questions 
was: ‘Have you ever 
managed a project 
before?”’ explains Alan. “I 
was able to say: ‘Yes, a 
fundraising project’. I got 
the job and it’s fantastic, I 
love it.” 

When Alan finally set 
off for the trek, in the 
spring of this year, he 
admits it was a daunting 
prospect. 

“Even getting across 
Heathrow was harder 
than I thought it would 
be,” he says. 

“Normally I’ve got my 


wife or my sons with me. 
This time I was with a 
group of virtual 
strangers.” 

But Alan says the group 
soon began to bond - 
and finished the trek firm 
friends. “We had a good 
laugh,” he explains. “I 
told the sighted trekkers 
not to worry if I fell over, 
that I’d just pick myself 
up again and it would be 
fine. 

“One of them had real 
problems with left and 
right: she’d say: ‘Left, left, 
keep going left -1 mean 
right’. 

“It’s impossible to 
describe the Sahara, but 
one thing I noticed 
straight away was how 
quiet it is in the desert. 

“As I was walking I was 
looking six or eight foot 
in front, to see where I 
was going. 

“But the sighted people 
reminded me to look up 
at the scenery, to look at 
a sand dune in the 
distance, or a camel, or 
an ant running across the 
ground. In the desert, 
even an ant is a feature!” 

The trek was tough: it 
took the group up and 
down dunes and across 
dusty plains in 
temperatures up to 35C. 

Alan has an old ankle 
injury which flared up on 
the very first day but, 
dosing himself with 
painkillers, he didn’t let 
the pain stand in his way. 

The trek was, adds 
Alan, about raising 
awareness of RP as well 
as money to fund 
research into the disease. 


“I use a symbol cane 
when I go out,” he 
continues. 

“More than anything, 
it’s to warn other people 
that I might move a bit 
slowly, so they won’t 
bump into me. 

“Sometimes people do 
walk into you, but you 
have to think they just 
haven’t seen the cane, 
that they’re upset, or in a 
hurry, or have got 
something on their 
mind.” 

Alan enjoyed the 
Sahara trek so much, he 
has signed up for another 
fundraiser - a trip to 
Namibia in 2010. 

Wendy will be going 
with him this time, as a 
sighted helper. In total, 
the couple are aiming to 
raise £6,500 for the RP 
Society. 

“If I went totally blind 
in the future, I would 
have to accept it,” 
concludes Alan. 

“I think acceptance is 
the key actually: if you 
can accept what happens 
and get on with your life, 
that’s a great help. 

“Losing your eyesight 
can be quite isolating, 
but I think I’ve got a 
better social life now 
than ever. 

“I know it might sound 
a bit strange, but if I woke 
up tomorrow and had full 
vision, I think I’d find it 
really confusing. 

He added: “Having RP 
has made me who I am, 
and I’m not at all 
unhappy with that.”

Police 
radios go 
missing 

HIGH-TECH police radios 
which give officers crime¬ 
fighting information on the 
beat were among kit lost by 
officers. 

More than £23,000 worth of 
the Cambridgeshire force’s 
equipment has been lost or 
stolen in the last two years. 

Among the items mis¬ 
placed were 34 helmets, 83 
flat caps, 111 pairs of gloves, 
54 torches and an £800 ride- 
on mower. 

They also admitted losing 
42 pairs of handcuffs, 20 
batons, three sets of body 
armour, 16 radios and other 
equipment totalling £18,000. 

Figures released under the 
Freedom of Information Act 
revealed a further £5,500 
worth of force property has 
been stolen from police 
premises. 

The force had 15 bicycles 
and 11 sat-navs swiped as 
well as £200-worth of PC 
video games. 

Thieves also got their hands 
on police clothing and official 
forms authorising stop-and- 
search procedures, leading to 
fears of police impersonators 
committing crimes. 

A police spokesman said: 
“The force employs more 
than 1,400 officers and 
although all staff are encour¬ 
aged to keep their property 
securely stored it is inevitable 
that some items of kit will be 
lost or stolen.” 


Agency ‘squandered 
thousands of pounds’

A CAMBRIDGE agency has 
been slammed for dishing 
out £12,000 of taxpayers' 
money - to a group which did 
a survey showing people in 
Egypt, Pakistan and Burma 
were happier than people in 
New Zealand, Switzerland 
and the UK. 

The grant is one of several, totall¬ 
ing £115,000, paid by the East of 
England Development Agency to 
three think-tanks and a lobbying 
firm, according to the TaxPayers’ 
Alliance. 

The payouts were branded “nuts” 
by Richard Normington, Conservat¬ 
ive Party spokesman in Cambridge. 

The TaxPayers’ Alliance has pub¬ 
lished a report looking into money 
spent by Government-funded bodies 
on political campaigning and lobby¬ 
ing. It details four payments made 
by the EEDA: 

■ £12,341 to the New Economics 
Foundation; 

■ £25,049 to the Institute for Public 
Policy Research (IPPR); 

■ £59,472 to a consultancy, Fishburn 
Hedges, for “public affairs, stake¬ 
holder engagement and public relat¬ 
ions consultancy”.

■ £18,454 to the New Local Govern¬ 
ment Network (NLGN); 

Mr Normington said: “The New 
Economics Foundation is the body 
that said people in Egypt, Pakistan

us here or in places like New Zeal¬ 
and or Switzerland. That’s nuts.” 

He said EEDA’s role was to offer 
businesses support locally, not to 
spend money in this way. 

“A Conservative government will 
end Regional Development Agencies 


and allow local authorities to form 
enterprise partnerships to promote 
economic development,” he said. 

Matthew Elliott, of the TaxPayers’ 
Alliance, said: “Regional Develop¬ 
ment Agencies are ineffective, 
wasteful and unpopular, using 
taxpayers’ cash to try to save their 
own skins. 

“Instead of focusing on their miss¬ 
ion, they are squandering money on 
lobbying politicians to persuade 
them not to abolish RDAs.” 

An EEDA spokesman said: “The 
New Economics Foundation won its 
funding through a competitive 
tendering process to conduct an 
economic appraisal demonstrating 
the benefits of planned investment 
into Norwich. 

“This has informed subsequent 
local investment decisions. 

“Funding to the IPPR facilitated a 
national research contract to under¬ 
take in-depth research in the East of 
England looking at people on low 
pay in the health sector and barriers 
they face to progressing on to higher 
value jobs. 

“NLGN provides us with regular 
briefings on issues of importance to 
development agencies and local 
government, contributory oppor¬ 
tunities for research as well as a 
forum for exchanging best-practice 
and listening to our key partners, 
including local authorities.”

How you can save the 
fruits of your labour 


I t’s a gardeners’ 
dilemma at harvest 
time: pick your veg 
when it’s tender and your 
fruit when it’s just ripe, 
eat as much as you can, 
give some away - and 
then what do you do with 
the rest? 

How do you store them all? 
Most families cannot manage 
all the runner beans and 
courgettes they have grown this 
season, let alone the summer 
fruit, so end up with harvests 
lurking at the bottom of the 
freezer months later. 

But there are particular crops 
harvested throughout the 
summer which you will enjoy 
eating in the winter months 
and which keep better than 
others, provided you store them 
properly 

You can freeze raspberries in 
a single layer on metal trays. 
Once frozen, the fruits should 
be transferred to polythene 
bags or plastic boxes, which 
makes them easier to separate 
when required. 

Redcurrants also make useful 
fruits in the winter, pepping up 
puddings and pies, and should 
be frozen in the same way as 
raspberries. 

If you pick blackcurrants 
when they have ripened fully, 
they also freeze well and you 
can save time by freezing whole 
bunches. 

Anyone who has ever tried to 
freeze strawberries will know 
that they usually end up a 
soggy mess during the

defrosting process. 

So if you want the taste of 
summer strawberries, puree 
them before freezing and they 
can be added to ice cream in 
winter or used as a coulis 
around a delicious chocolate 
dessert. 

There are many vegetables 
that will freeze well, including 
dwarf French beans, garden 
peas, broad beans and 
mangetout. They should be 
frozen in small quantities, so 
each time you take out a bag it 
will do for the family meal. 

Cauliflower and calabrese 
can also be frozen, and the best 
way is to remove the largest 
stalks and separate into florets, 
freezing on metal trays before 
transferring to a bag. 

If you want to store 
vegetables for longer than a 
month, you should blanch 
them first, putting them into a 
colander and plunging them in 
boiling water for up to three 
minutes (sweetcorn requires 
up to six minutes) before 
cooling them quickly in a bowl 
of iced water. 

To freeze spinach, it’s best to 
cook it first, removing the

stalks and then simmering until 
soft. It can then be squeezed to 
eliminate the excess water, 
rolled into balls and frozen. 

Anyone with a glut of ripe 
herbs should also take action 
now, because they are 
wonderful later on in the year. 

Freeze coriander, basil, mint, 
parsley and thyme in ice-cube 
trays. Blanch sprigs of herbs by 
dipping them in boiling water 
for a few seconds until the 
colour intensifies, then chop 
roughly and transfer into 
individual compartments of the 
ice-cube tray. They should then 
be covered with water and 
frozen before being transferred 
to bags. 

Alternatively, pack the herbs 
into butter and freeze that in 
cubes, or add them to flavour 
olive oil or wine vinegar. 

Tomatoes don’t freeze well as 
a fruit, but the answer again is 
to skin them. 

Pour boiling water over the 
fruit, leave for a few minutes 
and then the skin should come 
off easily. 

After that, puree and freeze 
them, ready to add to bolognese 
and other tomato-based pasta 
sauces or casseroles. 

You can keep other surpluses 
of vegetables by liquidising 
them, freezing them in bags or 
food boxes and using them as a 
base for soup. 

And if you run out of space in 
your freezer, remember that 
potatoes, carrots, parsnips, 
leeks and sprouts can be left in 
the ground or on the plant until 
required in the winter. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Sunflower (Helianthus) 

They are the most majestic of 
plants and yet the easiest to 
grow, and ideal for kids to sow 
as the seeds are big enough for 
little fingers to handle. 

Sunflowers reach their peak 
between July and September, 
and the giant varieties reach 
38cm across because they only 
produce a single stem with one 
massive head at the top. You 
can also buy branching 
varieties to use as cut flowers 
and dwarf versions to enjoy as 
patio plants. 

When flowering has finished, 
leave the seedheads standing as 
the birds will enjoy a feeding 
frenzy on the seeds in the 
middle of the flowers. 

For maximum size, feed the 
plants weekly with liquid 
fertiliser and stake tall varieties. 
Good annual varieties include 
H annuus Autumn Beauty’, 
which comes in mixed shades 
from lemon to dark red, but 
there are also perennial types 
which aren’t as tall and whose 
flowers measure 5-7.5cm 
across. These are better suited 
to the back of a border, with 
strong stems bearing yellow or 
golden blooms in late summer 
and early autumn. 

All sunflowers need a sunny 
position in any reasonable 
garden soil.

Used values set to rise 


USED cars have shot up in 
price this year - the 
increase is averaging 25 
per cent for one-year-old 
motors - but even so, UK 
experts are urging 
customers to dive in now 
and buy, buy, buy. 

The reason? Dealer stocks of 
secondhand vehicles have 
dwindled to an all-time low, 
says trade pricing bible Glass’s 
Guide - and the situation is 
going to get worse. 


“The remarkable and 
unparalleled recovery in prices 
since January might appear 
out of step with a depressed 
economy but, in reality, the 
higher prices stem more from 
the limited supply of used cars 
rather than a significant 
increase in retail demand,” 
says Adrian Rushmore, 
managing editor of the guide. 

“Be warned - prices are not 
expected to fall in the coming 
months, as the supply of 
vehicles becomes even more 
constrained. 

“Since the 
third quarter 
of 2008, the 
very 
depressed 
n e w - c a r 
market has 
seen far fewer 
cars registered 

- particularly 
short-term 
rental vehicles 
and dealer 
demonstrators 

- leading to an 


all-time low in the supply of 
‘younger’ cars for sale. 

“So prices have risen, in line 
with the laws of supply and 
demand.” 

This pattern has been 
repeated in the market for 
older secondhand cars, where 
similarly limited supply has 
driven up prices despite the 
economic downturn. 

Rushmore advises: “The 
situation for used cars of any 
age is not expected to change 
until the middle of next year at 
the earliest, so buyers should 
move quickly to have the best 
chance of finding the models 
that meet their needs.” 

Car pricing and data firm 
CAP supports this, adding 
that, because consumers are 
buying fewer new cars, dealers 
are unable to rely on part- 
exchange cars to fill their 
forecourts. 

This means franchise 
dealers in particular have been 
forced to join the general 
clamour for stock in the open 
market, warns CAP, adding to 


the upward pressure on prices. 

CAP’s research team expect 
further reductions in the 
number of cars returning to 
the used market over coming 
weeks, with a resulting further 
average 1.5 per cent increase 
in average used-car values in 
August. 

Meanwhile, the new Fiat 500 
convertible - dubbed 500C - is 
expected to fetch a premium 
of up to £2,000 over the fixed- 
roof version when the first cars 
reach the secondhand market 
this year, according to Glass’s 
Guide experts. 

“I would expect a premium 
of up to £2,000 to be 
achievable for early examples 
of the convertible during the 
summer months, while 
availability remains low and 
demand for open-top models 
continues to be strong,” 
explains Jeff Paterson, chief 
car editor at Glass’s. 

“Once autumn approaches, 
however,the price advantage 
over the hatchback may come 
down to around £1,500.”

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider when 
writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or 
printer, ask a friend or use your local library. Use a 
good quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders 
and front covers. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades 
for each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If 
you have a driving licence, let the employer know. If 
it's clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you in 
the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and 
it may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
